rear of the elevator car. When the 
impact occurred power was quickly 
shut off and the car stopped so sud- 
denly that 
it bounded upward at 


.cast three feet. Instantly th;rc w.i-5 
a panic among the occupants of the 
car, but as it had stopped near the 
third floor, Mr. Brower threw open 
;he door and allowed his passengers 
to crawl out. 


Nobody was injured, but the ele- 


vator will be out of service until re- 
pairs can be made. Mr. Brower be- 
lieves tho accident was due to pres- 
sure outward upon the grating of 
the car by the students who were 
densely packed in the elevator.
